Mr. Frier was here Wednesday of 
last week and 
looked 
ov er 
the 
ground hastily . 
He was conv inced 
that the accommodations here were 
ample that there was no reason why 
a short course should be a mighty 
big success here. 
Mr Frier v isited 
sev eral places suggested for lecture 
rooms and one place in particular 
for liv e stock judging and his com­ 
ment after the v isit of 
inspection 
was that a short course here would 
not be hindered in the least for want 
of local equipment. 


Mr. Frier has sent here 
a 
brief 
outline to giv e some indication of 
just what would be ex pected of the 
local committees and what would be 
needed in the way of local accom­ 
modations. 
His 
suggestions, 
as 
well a s making plain what would 
hav e to be done at this end of the 
line, also giv e some v iew of what the 
short course really is and the good 
results 
which may 
be 
ex pected 


from it. 
First of all, there needs to 
be,

Dr. J . \Y. T. Duv cl, of the bureau 
of grain 
standardization, 
Depart­ 
ment of 
Agriculture, 
Washington, 
and Prof. George I. Christie, oi’ the 
agricultural department of 
Purdue 
Univ ersity address a small crowd of 
farmers and grain dealers this a f­ 
ternoon in the assembly room of the 
court house. 
The farmers and grain 
dealers who did not attend missed a 
rare oportunity to hear a v aluable 
discussion on corn growing and corn 
grading. 


The new United States standards 
now used in measuring and grading 
corn is not generally known to the 
farmers and the meeting was a dis- 
appointmet in that more did not a t­ 
tend. 
From this city the party went 
to Cambridge City and tonight the 
meeting \Vi 11 be held in Newcastle. 


Numerous charts were 
used 
in 
connection 
v qith 
the 
ex planations 
made by the speakers and the talk- 
are ex pected to prov e a help to the 
fa rmers and grain 
dealers.

Russell Borden, tlie y oung man in 
jail charged v |ith stealing the a uto­ 
mobile belonging to J ames Spillman, 
in a letter to the Daily Republican 
today makes an appeal for a chance 
to do good and qsks that he he giv en 
one more opportunity . Borden’s lot - 
ter is rather pathetic, and to show 
that he ev idently is in earnest, he 
states that he would like to be put 
under a suspended 
sentence. 
The 
letter was written in jail and is a d­ 


dresses to “ The Citizens of Rush­ 
v ille.’’ It is as follows: 


“ I. Russell Borden, alias Harold 
Williams, of Nashv ille, Tenn., held 
in the Rush county 
jail 
for

theft of the automobile belonging to 


J a nies Spillman of Milroy , Ind., and 
of which 1 c o n fe ss 
guilt 
of 
sa id 
charge and would like to look to the 
honest and noble people of Rush­ 
v ille as my friends in this hour of 
my trouble. 


“ I was born near Shelby v ille in

ceiv ed a fairly good education and 
later was sentenced to the Indiana 
reform school for boy s where I serv ­ 
ed eighteen months, being 
paroled 
and discharged Nov ember 
10, 19 13. 
“ Citizens, the only reason I 
car, 
giv e for committing 
this 
act 
of 
grand larceny of which y ou know, 
as well a s I that I am guilty , was 
simply to get to Indianapolis where 
1 ex pected to get employ ment 
in 
some of the local printing offices of 
that city , hav ing receiv ed about two 
y ears ex perience 
in 
the 
printing 
trade, and so far in my 
trav els 
1 
hav e found 1 1 0 difficulty in getting 
employ ment in most all the offices 
where I hav e called. 
“ i am now looking down upon the 
citizens of Rushv ille to act as 
my 
personal friend in this hour of my 
trouble and will pledge to the people 
of this town' that if giv en a chance 
I )4ill more than gladly redeem my ­ 
self for. this act which I hav e com­ 
mitted and will not only endeav or to 
liv e the right kind of a life« but will 
pledge my self before the almighty 
God abov e me that I will liv e a good 
anc\ honest life and will alway s re­ 
member the kind act of the people 
here. 
“ Please do not think that 1 am 
asking y ou to laj aside this trouble 
and let me go unpunished as 1 would 
like to be giv en a short jail sentence 
or a suspended sentence 
from 
the 
J effersonv ille reformatory , for I am 
a y oung man not afraid of work and 
believ e that I am too y oung 
to be 
sent to that place and hope the good 
people here will listen to my call. 
I 
lost my mother when I was but a 
small child and 1 firmly believ e that 
there are many in this town who will 
admit with me that when one loses 
his mother he 
has 
losfl 
his 
best 
friend. 
“ I firmly believ e thatl 
Prosecutor 
Smith and Mr. Spillman will do all 
in their power to help me and would 
like for the court to show me some 
consideration. 
My fat he J is a poor

so suffering men must wait as best 
they can without water or attention 
until the battle has passed on. 
In 
the meantime blood poison s e t s in 
and the slightest wounds 
become 
fatal. 
One young English lieutenant who 
had lain on the battlefield for two 
days* with a slight wound in his leg 
was found v^ith the limb distended 
with gas. 
lie was taken to a hos­ 
pital and the leg was cut off, but he 
died within two days from the poison 
which had entered his blood. 
A n­ 
other young English officer had the 
upper joint of his right middle finger 
shot away. Two days later he reach ­ 
ed Paris and went into a hospital 
where he died within a few days oi 
tetanus., 
The French arm y officials try to 
force soldiers to carry small v ia l s 
of antiseptic with \4hich they might 
wash a small wound but the men 
throw them away a s soon a s they 
get tired and want to lessen 
the 
weight of their packs. 
A tired, superlatively dirty sol­ 
dier staggered into the little cafe in 
the town of 
Y ille r s 
Cotteret. His 
senses seemed stunned. 
He asked 
for a drink of hot eoffee listlessly. 
Then, in excellent English he asked 
me for a cigarette. 
‘‘It’s a wonder Pm alive,” he said. 
“I never thought I would get back 
to the world again.

company in the ditches

The 
food outfit couldn’t find us for two 
days because we were stationed in a 
forest. 
When we did get food, we 
weni so hungry that we all ate too 
much and everybody became ill, even 
our captain.

and 
weak to be happy when they came 
out to the firing line two hours ago

u s hack here to the 
village. 
We used to wish tirai wte 
could get into a fight so that wo. 
would either he killed or 
wounded 
and have it over with.” 
The little French soldier had been 
an interpreter in a business house

This com is also injured many 
times, according to the speakers, by 
heavy frosts which reduce its value 
for seed and feeding purposes. 
The 
men insisted that more can be ac­ 
complished through the use of varie­ 
ties of co m that are medium in size 
and which will mature in 
time

avoid danger ol* freezing and which 
will dry out sufficiently so that it 
can he marketed to good advantage.

Nt»w York, Oct. 27.— “ Close some 
o f your streets for a few* hours ev­ 
ery day and let the kiddies play all 


they want to on them and any kind 
o f gam es they want to and you will 
have less child crime.” 
That is the statement 
hurled 
at 
the city officials by Miss Ruth Rob­ 
inson, chief “ play organizer” with 
the People’s Institute. 
The city offi­ 
cials have hearkened to M iss Rob­ 
inson’s 
advice. 
Several 
public 
streels are now being closed in New 
York from three to six o’clock every 
afternoon. 
A sign hoard reading: 
“ Street Closed for P la y ” , is post­ 
ed at each end o f the section which 
i^ closed and an officer posted there 


at- 
on 
are 
like 


there to see that no motorist, truck 
driver or anyone else gets past. 
And von should see 
the 
kiddies 
troop to this temporary public play­ 
ground. 
They come singly, in twos, 
threes and in whole crowds. 
It is a mighty interesting sight to 
watch these kiddies when they are 
turned loose on the 
street 
play­ 
ground for the first time. 
They are 
shy o f it. mighty shy, for they have 
alw ays been taught— by officers of 
the lav# — that no playing was allow­ 
ed on the street. 
One of the People’s Institute or­ 
ganizers h as to come along 
and 
start the kiddies to playing before 
they really cut loose and do an y­ 
thing. 
It is mighty hard at first 
to teach them that they can play 
hop-scoteh, 
“ bean 
hag,” 
London 
Bridge is Falling Down,” or 
any 
other o f the gam es dear to child­ 
hood without fe a r of being run down 
by an auto or arrested by a police­ 
man. 
But once they do 
get into 
their mind that they can play, then 
with what a zest they do go about 
having their fun. 
They have been restricted from 
playing 
so long, have been squelch­ 
ed by parents, brothers 
and 
by 
policemen so often for 
even 
tempting anything like a game 
the sidewalk that when 
they 
turned loose they act 
much 
starving persons would if they were, 
pushed into 
a room full of food. 
They try to 
play every 
game they 
ever heard of. 
They run actually 
wild with joy for awhile— so joyous 
Eire they at being allowed to play a s 
they please. 
“ It brings an ache tc^ the heart,” 
said M iss Robinson, “ to see how re­ 
luctant some o f these babes are to 
cut loose and play in 
the 
open 
street. 
P lay seems inextricably a s ­ 
sociated in their litte minds with 
guilt. 
“ Indeed child crimes in New York 
is built on play, which street con­ 
ditions prevent until 
it 
becomes 
moral crime. 
“ The first arrest o f any small boy 
is usually punishment for some a t ­ 
tempt at play. 
Pitching a ball, per­ 
haps or sw atting a cat or kicking 
a can 01* blocking the pavement with 
a gam e of marbles. 
, 
“ Naturally, resentment grows in 
the mind o f such a child. 
The idea 
of retaliation creeps. 
The 
mite 
w ants to “ get even.” 
So lie breaks 
a window or steals from the corner 
grocer or 
upsets 
Mrs. 
McGinnis’ 
garbage barrel and 
puts 
himself 
eventually on the road to the re­ 
form atory., 
“ I f street play could be carried 
out in exactly the sam e way a s in 
the open country, it would have no 
suggestion o f crime* in it. 
It would 
not lead, a s it does now, to a n at­ 
ural antagonism between the child 
(fo r being a nuisance) and the adult 
citizen (fo r being a tyrant.) 
“ Childhood tend by nature to de- 
velope play leadership. 
With a little 


adult guidance and encouragement | 


this can be made more useful than 
any play supervision. 
“ No one, after watching for an 
hour or two, the healthy spirit that 
grows among thq children in 
these 
allotted play streets, can doubt their 
benefit to the little people o f New 
York.” 
M iss Robinson’s statement 
that the arrests o f 
children 
first 
start over playing on the street is 
verified by the figures o f the police 
department. 
There 
were 
12,000 
children 
arrested 
last 
year 
on 
charges of obstructing the sidewalk. 


These children 
were 
till 
playing, 
either marbles or some other such 
innocent game, 
Playing on the street m ay not he 
such fun as diving in tlie old swim- 
min’ hole, climbing apple trees or 
such sports that are dear to 
the 
country kiddies 
hut 
it is certain 
that it is better than nothing. 
And 
if the city officials give them the 
streets for a few hours each day to 
themselves, keeping all traffic off, 
jit is a cinch that the children will 
have more arm s and legs than they 
probably would otherwise.
